‘Good year’ at VLTC, director says: 


By Nicole Vaughn 
Staff writer 


VENICE — More than half of 
the 686 students enrolled at the 
Venice-Lincoln Technical Center 
during the 1988-89 school year 
made some type of major prog- 
ress. 


Director Peter Ponce said ‘349 
students increased their reading 
levels, completed a program, 
attained a GED (general educa- 
tional development) certificate 
or passed Constitution require- 
ments. 


“For students overall to mdke 
that kind of progress made for a 
very good year,” Ponce said. 

Ponce presented a report to 
Venice School Board members 
this month showing 43 students 
had progressed to at least a 
sixth-grade reading level from 
the grade 0 to 5.9 range and that 
157 students had progressed to at 


least a ninth-grade reading level 
from the grade six to 8.9 range. 


Those scores were based on 
results of the Table of Adult 
Base Education (TABE) test 
administered every three months 
to gauge progress. Ponce said 
the test is specifically designed 
for adult education programs. 

Ponce said others who made 
progress were not included in 
the figures. 

For example, some students 
who had a second-grade reading 
level may have advanced to a 
fourth- or fifth-grade reading 
level but were not included in 
the tabulations because they did 
not achieve the minimum. . 

Similarly, other students who 
exceeded the minimum would 
also not be reflected in those fig- 
ures. 

Ponce said for some students, 
any progress was good. 

“Tt’s: important to remember 


that we deal with adults here, 
not kids, who work at their own 
pace,””.Ponce said. 

“They may only want to read‘ 
‘well enough to be to help their’ 
small children or to read the, 
Bible. 

“Just the-fact that they come 
to school, for many, is ar 
accomplishment.” -

Statistics show need 
for child-seat usage 


The Madison County Occu} oe 
Protection Program, funde: 
the Illinois Department of Trane. 
portation and available through 
the office of Harry Briggs Jr. 
and Piasa Health Care, has 
received updated statistics on 
national child restraint usage. 

A program through the Nation- 
al Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration made observa- 
tions of children in cars stopped 
at traffic signals controlling traf- 
fic entering and leaving shop- 
ping centers ‘n 19 cities geo- 
graphically spread across the 
United States. The survey was 
conducted to establish general 
trends in child safety seat use. 

The summarized data was 
based on approximately 1,000 
infants (under 1 year) and 10,000 
toddlers (1-4 years) observed 
each year. The increase of child 
restraint use has been dramatic, 
rae from 22.8 percent in 1981 
‘0 83.5 percent during 1988.

Further results indicate that 
between 1983 and 1986, correct 
installation of child safety seats 
almost doubled (from 39 percent 
to 75 percent), which NHTSA 
stated was “probably due to 
clearer instructions’’ on install- 
ment procedures. 

The combination of these two 
factors (a higher usage rate and 
correct installation) has led to.a 
decrease in the number of inju- 
ries and fatalities among chil- 
dren. 

Child passenger safety laws 
have also had an effect on usage 
rates. All 50 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia now have child 
restraint laws, as compared to 
1981 when only three states had 
such a law. Over half the states 
have also upgraded laws since 
original enactment. Officials 
seem to be more aware of the 
need for stricter laws and penal- 
ties and the seriousness of-the 
problem, the survey indigated.

“They called so often I was 
here more than:I was anywhere 
else,” Lay said. ‘“The practice 
grew quickly and spread to the 
other doctors.””

that we see him first to take 
care of his cold, before we 
treated the people who had been 
in the tornado,” Lay said. 

“Things like that happened in_ 
those days. There weren’t 
enough doctors to see everyone 
at once. We just had to work it 
out. We’d have auto accidents 
involving 20 or 30 people coming 
in at one time. That was in the 
old Emergency Room.” 

Thirty years ago, the medical 
center was different. For 
instance, there was no 
Respiratory Therapy 
department. 

“| had some experience with 
respiratory machines while I 
was training, and I got the 
medical center to buy their 
first,’’ Lay said. ‘‘Then, they had 
an entire respiratory department 
staffed with just one man. Now 
it has develo; into a fantastic 
field. SEMC has a large 
department with the capabilities 
of supporting patients for any 
length of time. This is another 
excellent development I have 
seen.” 

When Lay first arrived, there 
was no Intensive Care Unit, no 
Acute Medical Care Unit. 
“Those areas are a tremendous 
help in the treatment of critical 

tients,’’ he said. “‘There have 

na lot of changes over the 30 
years, besides the obvious ones 
in the buildings.”” 

Lay and his colleagues 
watched every brick being laid 
on the Doctors’ Wing. ‘‘We 
couldn’t wait until we got into it 
because we only had two 
operating rooms of fair size, and 
one little tiny one,” Lay said. 

“We watched it grow. It was 
quite a thrill: The medical staff 
was pleased that the medical 
center wanted to build on and 
keep up with the latest in 
technology.’’ 

Advancements in technology 
and construction never outdid 
the people, according to Lay. 

“The medical center had a 
real family feeling. You knew 
each associate, and they knew 
you. Everybody worked together 
to help each other. It felt almost 
like you were all one big 
family,”’ Lay said. 

“There have been a lot of 
changes over the years, a lot of 
old faces left and a lot of new 
faces hired, but you still have 
that family feeling with some.” 

By the mid-’60s, Lay was on 
staff at eight area hospitals,

Phone plan doesn’t ring bell 


Hearings conducted on pro- 
posed [Illinois Bell pricing 
changes have shown that tele- 
phone users don’t want to be 
billed extra for each call within 
their immediate geographic area. 

“You should only pay for what 
you ‘get,’’ Illinois Bell says. It 
sounds good, but basic service 
ought not involve inhibiting local- 
area calls, even if computer tech- 
nology has madeyit easy for the 
telephone company to keep track 
of them. 

The restructuring rationale is 
that people are being under- 
charged for short-distance calls 
and overcharged for long-distance 
conversations, but one wonders 
how this can be proved. If lines 
are maintained between here and 
Montana and we only make one 
call there every 50 years, is the 
charge for it really excessive? If 
repeated calls are made between 
two. nearby telephones, is it real- 
ly costly to maintain that short 
line? * 


We_ recall a case. several 
decades ago in which Southwest- 
ern Bell, then our local telephone 
company, wanted to eliminate the 
GLenview (452) service in which 
Quad _ Citians aid more to 
include ‘St. Louis within their 
non-toll calling area. 

Attorney Burton Bernard of 
Granite City fought the plan and 
blocked it, enabling families here 
to continue conversational bonds 
with close friends and relatives 
across the river.

IPAC contended that if we had used 
our 20 percent. ownership share of the 
power plant at Joppa and if we had run 
our fossil-fuel generating stations at 
1987 operating levels, then we would 
have had sufficient electrical supply for 
all our customers June 20. Their lan- 
guage betrays their logic: IPAC says 
“might have, could have, should have, 
and it seems that IP may have..." 

The facts are: Although we own 20 
percent of the Joppa plant, we enjoy 
only 5.3 percent of its output. Most of 
Joppa’s generating is committed to the 
Department of Energy’s uranium 
enrichment program at Paducah, Ky. 

We are now operating under a one- 
year contract dated Aug. 1, 1988, in 
which we selected generating times in 
advance. Under that agreement, we 
were not scheduled to take electricity 
during the week of June 20 and the 
schedule cannot be changed or adjust- 
ed. 


We rerated our coal-fired plants in 
November 1987 to reflect more realistic 
operating levels. In effect we decided to 
run these at lower output levels to 
reduce mechanical breakdowns and 
prolong each. plant’s operating life. In 
some instances the units were just not 
capable of generating at past levels, 
due to aging. 

Since our decision, we have operated 
-all our fossil units at the new ratings. 
which we believe to be the sensible 
course. The difference between the old 
and new ratings is simply “‘lost’’ pow- 
er, no longer available to u: 

On June 20 our plants were operating 
at levels calculated to be best for their 
continued operation and most economi- 
cal for our customers. And on June 20 
we had no power available from the 
Joppa plant. No amount of faulty logic, 
no amount of IPAC rhetoric, will 
change these realities. 

Either [PAC is unaware of the facts, 
or it is IPAC — and not Illinois Pow- 
er — which uses self-serving. statistics 
to mislead the public. 

Readers of this newspaper, and its 
reporting staff, should sharply question 
the credibility of such an organization.

Recently when a Madison substation 
was damaged by a car, numerous elec- 
trical appliances were damaged, IP 
wouldn't even pick up the cost of a few 
appliance repairs for its customers who 
are paying for its mismanaged power 
plant.

EDWARDSVILLE — Any 
doubt in the minds of Madison 
County officials that the Village 
of Roxana ‘has its gaze firmly 
fixed on possible annexation of 
the controversial Barton Landfill 
was eradicated during a Thurs- 

meeting between county and 


ze village officials. 


The meeting, at the Roxana 
Village Hall, convened at the 
request of the county’s Environ- 
mental Committee. 

Roxana Village President Paul 
“Buzz” Kindle opened the meet- 
ing by informing county officials 
that the village, ‘tis now actively 
exploring the possibility of 
annexing property owned by 
Laidlaw Waste Systems.”’ 


‘ The landfill in question is off 


Old Alton Road west of 
Edwardsville. 
In the event the village 


annexed the property, authority 
for landfill expansion would 
transfer from the county to the 
village under state statutes. 

The county board, following a 
lengthy application ‘and hearing 
process, voted 19-7 in February 


: 4988 to reject a Laidlaw request 


for a 223-acre expansion of the 
30-acre Barton landfill 

County officials had learned 
through secondhand sources of 
the village’s interest in an 
annexation, prompting their 


request for the meeting. 

Kindle at one point in Thurs- 
day’s meeting acknowledged that 
village officials have been view- 
ing such an annexation from an 
economic perspective, seeing it 
as a potential windfall. 

“We believe there may be 
potential benefits to our commu- 
nity and to surrounding commu- 
nities from this annexation. We 
would be failing in our duties if 
we did not, at least, explore this 
opportunity,”” Kindle said. 

The issue first surfaced about 
a month ago, Kindle said, when 
Laidlaw approached the village 
with the offer of possible finan- 
cial assistance in building a sew- 
er line from the village to a 500- 
acre parcel of land recently 
annexed by Roxana near the 
landfill. 

Kindle said the village wants 
to develop that property as an 
industrial park. 

But Environmental Committee 
Chairman Dick Worthen, D-Al 
ton, advised Kindle and other 
village officials not to be put off 
guard by. altruistic gestures 
made by the waste firm 

“The only Fegsdn you're con- 
sidering this, the only reason 
they approached You in the first 
place, is for the expansion of 
that landfill 


“That’s it in a nufshell. They 
just see you as easier to get 
around than the county,” Wor- 





then said. 


Laidlaw regional vice presi- 
dent Charlie Leonard did not 
respond to telephone inquiries 
about the matter Friday. 

The county expects to have 
the preliminary version of the 
Metro-East area's solid waste 
plan soon, Worthen said. The 
document, developed by the 
East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council, will detail how Madison, 
St. Clair. and Monroe counties 
will handle solid waste for the 
next 20 years. The plan may or 
may not call for additional Jand- 
fill space in the county, officials 
have said. 

Worthen asked that Roxana 
“take nov official action” regard- 
ing annexation or allowing a 
landfill expansion until the solid 
waste plan has been full 
reviewed, amended if needed, 
and adopted. 

A schedule of public hearings 
on the plan — over a span of six 
to nine months — is expected to 
be adopted by the county board 
at its August meeting. 

Kindle stressed that the vil- 
lage would ‘‘not approve any- 
thing that does not meet the 
strongest environmental test 
established by,the state and fed- 
eral governments,” and that the 
village is now’ only in. the 
“looking phase.” 

He said the village did not 
intend to exclude Madison Coun- 
ty from discussions of the annex- 
ation when village officials made

Senate joins flag protection effort 


WASHINGTON — U.S. Sen. 
Paul Simon, D-Il., chairman of 
the Senate Subcommittee on the 
Constitution, has joined in intro- 
ducing a bipartisan bill to pro- 
tect the federal flag desecration 
statute by legislation instead of 


* by constitutional amendment. 


The bill removes language 
from the current federal statute 
that could endanger it on the 
same basis the U.S. Supreme 
Court recently overturned a con- 
viction based on a flag statute in 
Texas. 


The bill would continue to 
make desecration of the flag, 
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including flag-burning, a federal 
crime, punishable by a fine of up 
to $1,000 and a prison sentence 


of. up to one year, or both, 
whether or not the abuse is 


intended to convey a political 
message. 


“TI am a strong supporter of 
the right of free speech,” Simon 
said. “If someone wants to make 
ES speech denouncing the flag, 

uch as I disagree with that 

péech I will defend that per- 
gun's right to make the speech. 
But burning the flag is another 
matter. In a real sense, the flag 
is a national monument. 
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“In the midst of the response 
to the Supreme Court decision on 
the flag,’’ Simon said. “We 
should not hastily do something 
that is unwise. We should not 
rush. in with a sledge hammer on 
something that can be fixed with 
a pair of pliers. I believe we can 
correct this matter with legisla- 
tion. Before we tinker with 
James Madison’s handiwork on 
the Bill of Rights we ought to 
try to solve the problem by 
changing the law.” 

Simon chairs the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee’s Subcommittee 
on the Constitution, which over- 


sees amendments to the Consti- - 


tution and the proposed law. 

Biden and Simon announced 
the Judiciary Committee will 
hold four days of hearings on the 
bill and the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, beginning in 
August. 

The federal flag desecration 
law now’ makes it a federal 
crime for ‘‘whoever knowingly 
casts contempt upon any flag of 
the United States by publicly 
defacing it.’” By removing the 
phrase “casts contempt’’ and the 
word “publicly” from: the law, 
Simon said, the proposed bill 
would protect it against a simi- 
lar constitutional challenge. 

Because the court’s decision 
was based on “political s; 
si not orr the act of bi the 

flag, remioving the references to 

h_or intent in the 

ig will protect the law 

against a Seu challenge, said 
Shia 
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Roxana targets Barton Landfill for annexation 


inquiries about a Laidlaw land- 
fill operation in St. Clair County. 

“We are not going to be pres- 
sured into anything, we just 
thought that at the stage we 
were at, approaching Madison 
County was premature,’’ Kindle 
said. “I have to emphasize this 
is only a potential move.” 

Kindle said that, before enter- 
ing discussions with Madison 
County, officials wanted the 
opportunity to see how the firm 
was operating the St. Clair Coun- 
ty facility. ‘Kindle said the vil- 
lage’s approach to St. Clair 
County was ‘‘not a means of 
backdooring- Madison County-* 

During testimony prior to the 
defeat of the 1988 Laidlaw 
expansion request, experts said 
they were not satisfied that a 
plan advanced by the company 
to,protect groundwater sources 
frém waste contamination was 
sufficient. 

But Kindle said the safety of 
ground water sources is of para- 
Mount concern to village offi- 
cials: ‘‘We’re not so naive as to 
believe everything we're told (by 
the company) and we've met 
with some of the people from 


SAFER,”’ an_ environmental 
organization that energetically 
opposed the last expansion 
request. 


“We appreciate the informa- 
tion that they provided us with. 
We are interested in facts and 
understand the environmental 


problems. We have a very vest- 
ed interest in this — it’s our 
aquifer, too,’”’ Kindle said. 

But Kindle said village offi- 
cials have been angered by news 
reports’ that have surfaced 
recently keying on the’ village’s 
interest in the plan. 

“‘What has happened is exactly 
what we were warned would 
happen. We've been labeled as 
irresponsible and inadequate. 
It’s even been implied that 
we've taken money under the 
table to get this going.” 

Worthen acknowledged that he 
had made the ‘irresponsible’ 





“comment-in-a committee meet- 


ing earlier this month. But, he 
said, the county has as much as 
four years of experience in deal- 
ing with the landfill expansion 
issue and said that the village 
was “ignoring” the county and 
the resources available through 
it. 

In response to’ Worthen’s 
request for a six-month delay in 
taking action on the matter, 
pending study of the comprehen- 
sive—solid--waste plan, Kindle 
said, ‘‘We won't commit to 
that.”” 

Worthen, who earlier in the 
meeting had asked the village to 
join with other qunicipalities in 
the county to ‘cooperate with 
and help the county” in efforts 
to put together a_ unified 
approach to waste managément, 
said. refusal of such a commit-

ment by the village was a’slap 
at the county. 

“By saying that, you’re saying 
that your interests are more 
important than the county's as a 
whole.”’ 


Committee member Bob Stille; 
D-Edwardsville, said that the 
committee members were puz- 
zled because the village had not 
rn ht assistance from the coun- 

fore approaching St. Clair 
Sine 


“We could have provided you 
with any information you want- 
ed,”’ Stille said, also pointing out 
that-an-expansion-granted by the 
county to Laidlaw in 1982 ™ : 
supposed to last 20 years. It 
lasted seven.” 


Kindle said he was aware 
there is a wealth of information 
from last year’s county expan- 
sion hearings but said Lai 
has indicated it would present an 
entirely new plan to the village. 


In addition to the tential for 
enriching village coffers 
“host-fees’’ that may be imposed 
on Laidlaw as part of an expan- 
sion contract agreement, Kindle 
said he believes there may be a 
critical need for expanded land- 
fill capacity locally. 


County officials offered to 
make records of the last expan- 
sion request available to the vil- 
lage and agreed to meet again to 
further discuss the situation. 


IEPA ready to wage war, 
targets household waste 


The Ulinois Environmental 
Protection Agency is asking 
local governments, civic groups 
and volunteer organizations to 
participate in a daylong state- 
sponsored “household hazardous 
‘waste’ collection and disposal 
program. 

According to the IEPA, some 
consumer products can present a 
serious hazard to human health 
and the environment if not prop- 
erly discarded. Examples 
include banned or unwanted 
household pesticides, weed kill- 
ers, old paint thinners, paint 
remover, antifreeze, kerosene, 
gasoline, household cleaners, 
pool chemicals and medicine.

The IEPA will fund and spon- 
sor six to 10 collection programs 
in various communities during 
the next three years. During the 
drive, the agency will accept the 
hazardous materials and offer to 
dispose of the products in an 
environmentally sound manner. 

Last year, the IEPA conduct- 
ed three pilot ‘collection pro- 
grams in Quincy, Mount Carmel 
and Homewood and ‘was able to 
divert 181 drums of household 
hazardous waste from disposal 
in local sanitary landfills.

Rural well survey 


to test water quality 

The Illinois State Geological 
Survey will test 50 rural wells at 
random next year to try to 
determine the effects of. pesti- 
cides and nitrates in rural water 
supplies. 

Water samples will be ana- 
lyzed for more than 40 different 
chemicals that have been exten- 
sively used in the state, particu- 
larly pesticides with a high 
posential to move ‘through the 
soil. 

“Our knowledge of the extent 
of agricultural chemical contam- 
ination of groundwater in Illinois 
remains limited,’’ said Dennis, 
McKenna, associate geologist. 
He said that previous sampling 
* programs analyzed for relatively 
few compounds and only sam- 
pled public water supply wells or 
those believed highly vulnerable 
to contamination.

Alton office renamed 

The Alton office for the state 
Guardianship * and Advocacy
